After deliberating for one hour 
Tuesday morning, tiie jury in the 
case of Richard H. DeTreville, on 
trial for embezzlement in declaring 
unearned dividends in the Acme 
Mills & Elevator Company's manage- 
ment, brought in a verdict of guilty 
anp fixed the defendant's punish- 
mtnt at 2* years in the penitentiary. 

the following were the jurors: W. 
M. Jordan, foreman; J. B. Haddock, 
Otho R'jbinson. Volney West, Albert 
MpReynolds, James Dickerseni C. C. 
McElroy, Bill Kay, Walter Tresch, 
Sterling Langley, James Johnson 
and D. I. West. 

The jury was polled and all an- 
swered that it was their verdict. It 
is said that the entire jury agreed 
on the first ballot that the verdict 
should be guilty, but there was some 
difference of opinion as to the length 
of the sentence. 

Mr. DeTreville received the ver- 
dict with composure. He was taken 
to jail, where the law requires that 
he must remain pending any motions 
for a new trial, or during an appeal, 
which will no doubt be taken if a 
motion for a new trial is overruled 
by Judge Hanbery. 

The trial occupied eleht days and 
was hard fought, though '.he tedious 
character of much of the testimony 
made the proceedings uninteresting 
and the attendance was not large. 
There were several indictments and 
one of them, tried on a different 
count, at the last court resulted in 
a mistrial, one juror hanging the 
Jury. 

Speeches were made for the de- 
fense by Hon. Herman Southall. 
JudgeC. H. Bush and Judge T. P. 
Cook and for the pro*e:ution by Mr. 
S. Y. Trimble and Commonwealth's 
Attorney Smith, the arguments tak- 
ing up the entire day Monday. 

During the closing speech by Mr. 
Smith, Mrs. DeTreville. who sat by 
her husband's side, fainted and fell 
from her chair and had to be taken 
from the court room. 

Mr. DeTreville, who was president 
of the defunct mill company for 
seven years preceding 1909 was own- 
er of a large block of stock voted 
him by the directors when the com- 
pany was reorganized and its capital 
stock largely increased in 1904. He 
is charged with declaring a dividend 
in December, 1906, on borrowed 
money which, the last of several div- 
idends, exhausted the mill's ability 
to borrow and the following May 
disclosed the fact that its affairs 
were hopelessly involved and :hat 
the mill owed over $200,000. The 
stockholders tried to save trie plant 
and Mr. R. H. Holland was put at 
the head and made some money that 
summer and by securing concessions 
from creditors the mill was bonded 
for $190,000, the stockholders buy. 
iag the bonds to the extent cf half 
their holdings. In 1910 interest could 
not be paid and the col lapse came. 
The bond-holders bought the mill in at 
about $60,000 and u.c ;_' 'i.OJO plant 
stands idle, the entire stock and 60 
per cent, of the bond holders' money 
gone. 

Indictments were returned on sev- 
eral counts against R H. DeTreville. 
Preuident, and J. B. Galbreath, Sec- 
retary. The indictments were found 
jointly but separate trials

What appears to be a well-attested 

instance of lightning in the form of 
a cylinder, since it is reported in an 
Italian scientific journal by Prof.

state knows, there is no law on the 
Statute book in regard to education 
that was not put there by Demo- 
cratic Legislators, and while Ken- 
tucky has not made the advance- 
ment in this respect that it should 
have done, great progress is being 
made, and with the election of Gov- 
ernor McCreary, further improve- 
ment is sure to follow. The fact 
that we have better teachers, who 
are paid better salaries, and that 
there are more schools in Kentucky 
now than ever before, is all due to 
the re-organization of the public 
school system under the School 
Board. This act was passed in 1908 
by a Democratic Legislature, and 
was drawn by Mr. J. A. Sullivan, 
who is Governor McCreary's close 
personal friend, and a member of 
his Campaign Committee. The 
Democratic party can be trusted to 
build upon this admirable foundation 
a noble superstructure that will 
place Kentucky where it belongs, 
among the greatest educational 
States in the Union.

make our entire common school sy- 
stem more efficient and more practi 
cal 

We pledge our support to oar 
school system and the educational 
institutions of the State, wisely and 

economically administered. Money 
appropriated for the education of 
the people is an investment and not 
an expense; school trustees, school 
boards, and all school officials should 
be held rigidly responsible for ade- 
quate returns on every dollar so in- 
vested. We charge the Republican 
party with neglect of and indiffer- 
ence toward our school system. 

Recognizing that a large majority 
of the teachers of our common schools 
are women, and that women are now 
eligible to be elected school trustees, 
county school superintendent, and 
to hold office, and are frequently so 
elected, we favor the extension to 
women of suffrage in all school 
elections, subject to such wise regu- 
lations as to qualifications as the 
General Assembly may determine."

There is no more important plank 
in the Democratic platform than 
Section Six. which commits the par 
tv to the passage of an act that will 
punish all corrupt practices in elec- 
tions, and guarantees to every man 
that his vote shall be honestly count 
ed as cast. Section Six is as follows: 

"We favor the enactment of an 
explicit and effective corrupt prac- 
tice act, which shall determine what 
campaign expenses shall be regit ; - 
mate, and which provide for the 
compulsory publication in detail, 
under heavy penalties, of the cam- 
paign expenses of every candidate 
for public office." 

This Section supplements Section 
Five, which provides for a direct 
primary election law, providing that 
all primary elections be held at pub- 
lic expense, so that every candidate, 
no matter what his wealth or sta- 
tion may be. shall have a chnnce 
to submit his claims to the voters of 
bis party. Kentucky has suffered in 
the past from dishonest elections, 
and the people are demanding that 
these corrupt practices be stopped. 
The opportunity to institute this re- 
form will come to the Democratic 
party after this election, because it 
will control both Houses of the Leg 
islature. 

Governor McCreary is heartily in 
favor of the passage of this Imw. 

His influence put it in the platform, 
and be will recommend it to the 
Legislature, and use all the power in 
his hands to give it a permanent 
place upon the Statute Book. 

When the people know how much 
a man spends for his nominstion and 
his election, and from what sources 
his campaign fund cornea, they will 
be able to judge whether he Is his 
own master, or whether he must 
shape his official acts to suit tho*e 
who have bought his otticd for him 
The time is past when platform 
pledges are lightly regarded. In 
this campaign no candidate fur of- 
fice can fail to do his duty without 
sacrificing his honor.

The entire cost 
is estimated at $21,000 and the lot 
$6,510, making the Home cost $27, 
500. The Lodge has $7,500 on hand, 
the members have agreed to take 
about the same amount in second 
m "r'^age bonds and the rest will be 
borrowed on first mortgage bonds 
The debt will be rapidly retired. 

The lodge lest heavily by the fire 
last March, and now that a new 
Home is to be built, a modern and 
up-to-date building, there is general 
rejoicing among the 275 members of 
this prosperous order. 

The site is less than atquare from 
Main street and the lot fronts 92 
l vat on Ninth street, fronting north. 
The building will be 50 feet front, 
with bay windows adding 10 feet 
more to its width. It will have ele- 
gant club rooms on the first floor 
and the lodge room and eight bed- 
rooms on the second floor. 

It will be of brick and stone, with 
hardwood finishings. There will be 
a commodious basement under most 
of the building and a broad veranda 
in front. 

The frame residence now on the 
lot is for sale and will be removed as 
quickly as possible and work begun 
as soon as the lot is cleared. 
The Home will be closed for four 
, and reopened in the new 
B.it is planned.on the lodge's 
anniversary, Feb. 14th.

The populace has not been 
wrought to such a feVer of excite- 
ment since the lynching of Zack Wal- 
ker here Sunday, August 13. 

This evening Miss McElhaney, 
daughter of William McElhaney. a 
farmer, was on her way from school 
when she was attacked by a negro 
on the road leading from Cain to 
Mortonville. She fought her assai - 
ant with al. her strength and just as 
she was being overpowered Frank 
Wynn, a farmer, came upon the 
scene. The negro, frightened by 
the appearance of Wynn's wagon, 
leaped a fence and ran. Wynn gave 
the alarm and in less than half an 
hour there were a score of farmers 
armed with shotguns in hot pursuit, 
but finally the negro escaped in the 
darkness. 

The posse did not give up the pur 
suit, however, and late to-night were 
scouring the country in the vicinity 
of the attack.
